THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 


An Event of Great Intarest to Scientists- 


Local Observations. 


This has been an eventful day among 


all eminent astronomers and to students 
of the science in all parts of tho country. 
December 6th was tho dny announced 
for the rare trip of the modest planet 
Venus across the sun's disc, nnd at 8:27 
a. m, Decatnr time, the first appearance 
of Venus a black speck appearing no 
larger than a silver quarter- was noticed 
at the lower edge of the great yellow ball 
by the curious who availed themselves of 
the rnenns of observation provided at the 
Rcpruiir.vx office. The sky was clear 
and the sun shone brightly, so that uj 
one whose eyesight was good had any i 
difficulty in viewing Venus as she slowly 
drew near the centre of the disc. The 
clouds at 10:40 a. m. threw a veil over 
Venus and live minutes Inter tho sun 
could not be seen. Since 10:13 the sun 
has bten hidden by the clouds, and con- 
sequently observations of the visitor have 
ceased, and according to scientists she 
cannot be viewed again on tho sun's dine 
until the year 2,004.

afford to attempt to heat space with hay. 
Lumber and paper are cheaper than 
grain. The ration for the good steer in 
good quarters should not be of cheap 
foods atone, nor entirely of the best 
food?. The latter is not the most eco- 
nomical ration. Asa practical feeder, 
I should not regard a hay and grain 
ration as a good ration where the price 
of hay is high. As I have before stated 
in the Rural, I know of no more eco- 
nomical ration, where hay is to enter 
into it at all, than clover (called hay) 
and straw mixed when moderate growth 
is desired—say one pound a day. When i 
fattening is desired the addition of grain 
will make an effective food. 


With fairly bred g&de Short-horns 


I can make irora 1,100 to 1,200 pounds 
by easy ttages of growth, turning my 
products at full market rates as follows: 
New milk for first two or threo weeks; 
then skim milk, middings and corn 
meal. At a little more age, cotton-seed 
meal is substituted for middlings. The 
first winter, clovnr and clover roweu 
with some corn fodder or straw.or both, 
are fed with cotton-seed and corn meal. 
The second winter, clover arid straw 
are often the only food, or a ration of 
three pounds ol cotton-seed meal and 
straw or corn fodder or both alone is 


I fed. 
As we raise much corn, often half 


of this meal is fed. When we purchase 
meal, my general practice is to buy 


the, pictures of the hanging gardens oi 
Babylon.

are made. This gives three summers' 
growth (summer growth costs me but 
about one cent per pound) for two win- 
ters1 feeding. The weight named 111- 
gnres a good sale upon an economical 
growth. The expense I could easily 
pive, but it would be for local rates. 
Better data are at hand. If the ration 
is entirely hay the calf will consume 
three per cent, of its live weight daily, 
and the year-old two-and-one-half per 
cent. With urging each will eat more. 
When grain is given, a pound, in round 
n\imbers,,ta.ke9 the place of a pound of 
hav and insures faster growth generally. 
When straw or clover is fed, or straw 
and grain, less is eaten. A steer that 
will eat *S> pounds of bay will not use 
ewer 15 pounds of straw when accom- 
panied with three pounds of meal, nr 
generally three-fifths as much. When 
corn fodder u given, with what if wnst- 
ed, nearly aa many pounds have to be 
fed as of hay—not quite, "wale hay anil 
two to three pounds of cottonseed nictil 
are often fed for an entire winter, in- 
terchanged with straw or corn fodder.—
